Strikin g with unexampled fury against the allied front near the 
point where the French and British lines connect, the Germans yes­ 
terday and last night drove in a wedge and forced the French back 
at Montdidier. 
This town, soi^th of Amiens, one of the German ob­ 
jectives, is ten miles west of Roye, which the Germans took on Tues­ 
day. 
The threat against Amiens in the north seems to be well held 
by the British along their front nrth of the Somme, where they have 
maintained their line firm ly at al! points, and as indicated by offi­ 
cial reports, have advanced it in places . in the Noyon and Lassigny 
regions and along tile Oise to the east the French are likewise pre­ 
venting the Germ ans from getting an opening. 
The force of their 
drive was thus diverted to the west of the Roye region and the push 
there developed probably the fiercest fighting that has occurred. 
W hile this effort to drive in between the British and French arm ­ 
ies was being carried out in the south, the Germans apparently wor­ 
ried by the salient they were creating and wishing to protect their 
right wing, have developed a threat in the region of Arras.

reports this morning the beginning cf heavy bombardment

The possibility is 
not lost sight of that an attack so far north may herald the exten­ 
sion of the active f ghting front to the north. 
Seem ingly the enemy
